Food shopping with a twist 

Lawrence John learns how 
you stop 30,000 tonnes of 
food going to waste

Standing outside a 
nondescript building on an 
industrial estate in Corby 
on a Friday morning gave 
me no inclination what I 
would find inside. 

When I stepped inside 
what I saw was a secret 
world, a secret club, for 
those who had gained entry 
and all of a sudden I was 
standing in what had the 
feel and look of a mini 
supermarket or your aver¬ 
age size cash ‘n’ carry. 

This is the county branch 
of Company Shop, current¬ 
ly celebrating after winning 
the Queens Award for 
Enterprise, the UK’s highest 
honour for business. 

Company Shop is the UK’s 
largest redistributor of sur¬ 
plus food, which stops over 
30,000 tonnes of food from 
going to waste every year. 

The organisation takes 
food from retailers, manu¬ 
facturers and brands, that 
is perfectly good to eat, but 
for a number of reasons 


wouldn’t reach the super¬ 
market shelves and sells 
this food to Company 
Shop’s members at a frac¬ 
tion of the normal retail 
price. 

The only members who 
can join are those who 
work in food manufactur¬ 
ing and the emergency ser¬ 
vices. 

They have to go through 
an enrolment form to sign 
up but when they do it 
costs them nothing to join. 

I met up with Company 
Shop Commercial Director 
Tom Rumboll, who gave me 
a guided tour of the shop 
and explained how they did 
what they did. 

He said: “What we are 
doing is redistributing 
food. All this was due to go 
on a supermarket shelf but 
for one reason or another it 
did not. It is all perfectly 
good to eat. What we are 
doing is giving it a second 
chance and selling it at a 
discounted rate. 


“We work with a number 
of large supermarkets 
including Asda, Waitrose, 
Mark & Spencer, Tesco etc, 
we are not in competition 
with them as we only sell to 
a limited audience. We only 
sell through our network of 
shops. If people buy items 
they can only buy six of the 
same thing at one time. 

“We are stopping food 


going to waste and are re¬ 
distributing and selling it to 
people whose wages do not 
go that far. This means they 
can spend £35/£40 with us 
and it could have cost £100 
in a supermarket. 

“What we are doing is 
helping the major super¬ 
markets save on their dis¬ 
posal costs as they do not 
have to send this food to 


landfill. This means we can 
offer our customers a 65 per 
cent discount.” 

The shop in Corby 
employs 45 staff and each 
week 2,500 members come 
through its doors. 

The Company Shop busi¬ 
ness which has been going 
for 43 years has four stores 
- in Corby, Grimsby, 
Tankersley and Middleton.

Council faces 
cuts of £77m

Northamptonshire 
County Council is facing 
up to cutting £77m from 
its budget for 2016/17. 

In order to achieve these 
savings, it will raise its 
share of the council tax in 
the county by 3.95 per 
cent, cutting £27m from 
its Adult Social Care 
Budget, axing £20.22m 
from children, families 
and education and a 
combined £4.28m from 
environment, develop¬ 
ment and transport and 
Public health and 
Wellbeing. 

Proposals include a 
reduction in children’s 
centre services, a reduc¬ 


tion in funds for the fire 
service and highways 
maintenance, a cut in the 
subsidies given to bus 
services, the cessation of 
the Nourish school meals 
service and decommis¬ 
sioning two care homes 
run by Olympus Care 
Services. 

The budget cuts are, in 
the words of the leader of 
Northamptonshire 
County Council, Cllr Jim 
Harker: “The most 

demanding and chal¬ 
lenging budget we have 
ever had to face. The pop¬ 
ulation in the county is 
growing by 1,000 people 
per month and we have 
seen an increase of 900 
children wanting school 
places in the past two and 


a half months. The trou¬ 
ble is in a budget Of £417m 
we have only got £3m for 
growth but have to make 
£77m of savings. By rais¬ 
ing the council tax by 3.95 
per cent it will allow £5m 
extra to go into the budg¬ 
et and go into adult social 
care services. When we 
started these cuts in 2010 
it was easy as there was 
some fat to cut, but now 
we are only scratching 
the surface.” 

He wants the county 
council to join with the 
other district and bor¬ 
ough councils across 
Northamptonshire to get 
one body to collect and 
get rid of the county’s 
waste and save £7m per 
year. 


Trust set to run children’s services

A new trust to deliver all 
children’s services in the 
county as part of 
Northamptonshire County 
Council’s transformation of 
public services is a key pro¬ 
posal published this week. 

The creation of a trust for 
children’s services is part of 
the county council’s transi¬ 
tion to a Next Generation 
Model, with stand-alone 
enterprises being estab¬ 
lished to deliver services 
previously delivered directly 
by the council itself. 

The proposal is part of the 
county council’s draft coun¬ 
cil plan, announced Tuesday, 
and through the creation of 
a more stable in-house 
workforce and therefore one 
less reliant on expensive 
agency staff it is believed 


the creation of the trust 
could save the council 
£9million in 2016/17. 

The draft budget also pro¬ 
poses a £5million spending 
increase in the total children 
and families budget while 
continuing to focus on 
the most vulnerable in the 
county. 

Establishing a trust will 
enable permanent staff to 
benefit from improved terms 


and conditions and see a 
greater focus on reducing 
the current reliance on 
agency staff, which currently 
costs the council £22million 
in children’s services. 

This will create a more 
stable workforce in chil¬ 
dren’s services, meaning 
greater continuity of care for 
families, and is in line with 
the authority’s improvement 
programme.

TED HILL, CEO BRITISH POLIO 
FELLOWSHIP: In light of Kylie 
Jenner’s recent photoshoot in which 
she poses whilst sitting in a wheel¬ 
chair, on behalf of The British Polio 
Fellowship I’d like to appeal to 
designers, photographers and deci¬ 
sion makers within the industry to 
recognise the serious side to accessi¬ 
bility issues in fashion. 

The fashion industry has an unfa¬ 
vourable track record for discrimi¬ 
nating against disabled models, and 
the visibility of disabled people 
throughout the industry has been 
little to none; using an ‘able bodied’ 
model to pose in a wheelchair is add¬ 
ing insult to injury. Earlier this year 
we spoke out about London Fashion 
Week not hiring any disabled mod¬ 
els, and British Polio Fellowship 
Ambassador Ann Wafula-Strike MBE 
has spearheaded campaigns for 
greater inclusion and visibility of 
disabled people and wheelchair 


users in the fashion industry. 

Our most recent fashion campaign 
featured a special collection by 
designer Aleah Leigh, and included a 
mix of pieces suitable for people of 
varying mobility. It was part of our 
greater aim to tackle the stigmas of 
disability, demonstrating that being 
in a wheelchair doesn’t mean there 
isn’t a place for you in glamourous 
industries such as fashion. 


If being in a wheelchair is glamour¬ 
ous enough for Kylie Jenner, then 
let’s take the opportunity to start 
including genuine wheelchair users 
in high fashion campaigns and mag¬ 
azine shoots such as this one.

County answers 
SOS in Cumbria

A specialist boat rescue team from 
Northamptonshire Fire and Rescue Service 
has been supporting the flood rescue efforts 
in Cumbria. 

They have been in the flood stricken 
area of Northern England as part of 
the fire and rescue service’s national 
resilience arrangements. 

Northamptonshire Fire and 
Rescue Service received the request 
to support the major incident in the 
early hours of Sunday December 6. 

Water Rescue Technicians from 
Mereway and Wellingborough fire sta¬ 
tions were immediately deployed to 
Cumbria. 

Among the equipment they took with them 
for the emergency was a specialist water res¬ 
cue boat unit and boat. 

Group Commander Phil Pells said: “The 
boat team was initially deployed to a strategic 
holding area in Penrith before being tasked 
and mobilised to Carlisle supporting other 


teams with the evacuation operation. 

“During their deployment, NFRS crews led 
more than 75 residents in the flooded area to 
safety. 

“The team was released from the incident 
Monday lunchtime having spent more than 24 
hours supporting the rescue operation.” 

“A Silver command was established 
locally at headquarters to control 
and co-ordinate our response and 
on-going support to Cumbria Fire 
and Rescue Service, including the 
planning for further requests of 
support over the next few days.” 

National resilience arrange¬ 
ments provide specialist capabili¬ 
ties for water rescue, high volume 
pumps and Chemical, Biological, 
Radiological and Nuclear (CBRN) inci¬ 
dents. Assets are coordinated nationally as 
part of the response to major incidents or 
when specialist resources are required. 

Northamptonshire Fire and Rescue Service 
as a result of its training is able to offer high 
volume pumps, boat rescue teams and an 
incident response unit (CBRN) as part of these 
arrangements.

It's a best seller 



market ACE 

rcftljrpl9*h(f4b^pc^xojukibooko«4ne 


Video takes shot

The owner of 

Northampton’s biggest taxi 
firm has made a call to 
action on gun violence in 
America - to the tune of ‘No 
More Guns for Christmas’. 

Milton-Keynes man David 
Wright, the owner of 
Bounds Taxis, has produced 
a rap music video which 
urges people in America not 
to buy guns for Christmas. 

The not-for-profit film, 
which was released on 
YouTube this week, was 
inspired by the events of 
August 26 when two 
American journalists were 
shot dead during a live TV 
report. 

Although David will not be 
making any money from the 
video, which cost him 
£15,000 to put together, he 
says he will only get pleas¬ 
ure out of achieving his ulti¬ 
mate aim - to reduce the 
number of gun-related 
deaths in the US. 

The video has a 
Christmas-theme, and 
depicts Santa Claus giving a 
boy and a girl guns as pre¬ 
sents, which they then play 
around with - without real¬ 
ising the element of danger. 

A boy is then seen playing 
hide-and-seek with his sis¬ 
ter, while they are both 





using the guns, and when 
he spots her in her room - he 
shoots her dead. Realising 
what he has done, he drops 
to his knees in shock. 

“Unfortunately, these 
events are happening every 
day,” David said. “It might 
be bizarre to us in the UK - 
but it really is happening. 

“What I am trying to do is 
show the fact that is it hap¬ 
pening - to show that chil¬ 
dren are being bought guns 


and are not being told it’s a 
bad thing. 

“I once saw a video of a 
grandfather giving his 
grandchildren armed shot 
guns - and I think that is 
just wrong. 

“The children all think it is 
fun, they are not old enough 
to understand (the danger). 
A child will be brought a 
gun and will play with it 
and won’t appreciate it is 
real.

Breathing easy with £2,000 award 


Singing for Breathing, a group set up by 
Occupational Therapy students at the 
University of Northampton to help peo¬ 
ple diagnosed with Chronic Obstructive 
Pulmonary Disease, has been awarded 
nearly £2,000 to fund future sessions.

I was asked by Steve Scoles, the Herald and 
Post editor to share with you my experi¬ 
ence creating the Fairytale Christmas mar¬ 
ket and why I did it. 

So why did I do it? I came up with the 
idea whilst working on my second book in 
my Flying Feather series, which is a steam- 
punk/Victoriana fantasy, as I felt (and still 
feel) Northampton needs a little bit of 
magic and old fashioned fun! 

Many towns are losing a sense of tradi¬ 
tion. We are becoming a nation of ‘let’s do 
what’s easy’ and choosing quantity over 
quality. 

Cheap mass production is becoming THE 
thing and we are forgetting about what is 
really important - people, community, tra¬ 
dition and old fashioned values. We sit 
around the dinner table on our mobile 
phones ignoring each other. 

I wanted to see this change, so my col¬ 
leagues and I began the challenging task of 
putting a fairytale market together. We 
begged corporate companies and local 
people to get involved, but many were too 
stretched to help. Determined to make it 
happen, The Magic Bean Emporium, under 
the wing of Northampton Borough 
Council’s Frost Fair, pushed forward. 

I quickly realised the magnitude of what 
we had taken on with the reindeers on the 
day costing near to a thousand pounds for 
a couple of hours and quotes for Santa 
coming in at £300.1 feared the event would 
have to be cancelled. Although, I was lucky 
- my staff offered to volunteer for the day, 
as did all the wonderful actors and musi¬ 
cians.

I enjoyed 
spending the day with neighbouring busi¬ 
nesses and colleagues, who I can now call 
friends, who I could not have done it with¬ 
out, including the Polish restaurant Chata 
and The Rug and Furniture Company.. 

But, we also received half a dozen negative 
messages on Facebook. So, like riding a 
bike for the first time, we expected it to be 
wobbly and unpredictable! 

Change comes down to m and you. Until 
we change how we think, our towns won’t 
change. I’m not suggesting people spend 
more money, but to just think about where 
they are spending it. And let’s spend more 
time with people. 

Would I do it again? Probably! We have to 
keep trying!

Police in Northamptonshire 
are warning of the dangers 
of ‘sexting,’ - sending explicit 
images online, after a string 
of incidents across the county. 

Officers are investigating 24 
separate cases involving the 
sharing of explicit material on 
sites such as Instagram, 
involving children as young as 
12 . 

Police are reminding 
people one click can have a 
massive impact and young 
people are being urged to 
think twice before sexting 
and to pause before they post 
something on social media 


they may later regret. 

Detective Inspector Richard 
Tompkins, who leads the 
force’s RISE (Reducing 
Incidents of Sexual 
Exploitation) team, said: “It is 
really important people are 
aware of the dangers of shar¬ 
ing explicit material online. 

“The dissemination of any 
material depicting nudity or 
sexual activity involving 
young people could constitute 
a criminal offence. 

“It may seem like harmless 
fun at the time but it can have 
huge emotional consequenc¬ 
es for those involved, leaving 
them vulnerable to blackmail, 
bullying and harm. 

“It’s really important to 


remember that once an image 
is online ah control of where it 
ends up is lost. 

“There are specially trained 
officers in my team who 
deal sensitively with children 
suffering from the conse¬ 
quences of sexting. We 
work closely with children’s 
services and organisations 
such as the NSPCC and I 
encourage anybody with any 
concerns to report them to 
North-amptonshire Police on 
101 . 

”I’d also like to appeal to 
anybody with any informa¬ 
tion about people posting 
images on-line to contact 
police, or Crimestoppers on

BMW 3 Series 

Take a look inside... 


The BMW 3 Series features 
a whole stack of changes 
under the bonnet, including a 
four-cylinder 330i and a three- 
cylinder entry-level 3 16i, as well 
as new diesel engines. From 
the outside, it looks much as 
before, with only a few very 
subtle styling tweaks. But it’s 
still likely to represent the class 
benchmark. 

If you’re of a generation who 
remembers the badge on the 
back of a 3 Series denoting its 
engine size, you might be a bit 
confused by the latest line-up. 
The 330i, for example, no long¬ 
er packs a six-cylinder lump, 
instead squeezing 252PS from 
its turbo four, replacing the 
old 328i in the process. If you 
do want a six-cylinder petrol 
engine, BMW will sell you the 
340i, a new variant that wings 
in with 326PS (the same as the 
old ‘E36’ M3 Evo super-coupe) 
and will take a blink over five 
seconds to get to 62mph. At 
the other end of the petrol 
engine range is - and you might 
want to take a seat for this - a 
I 36PS three-cylinder 1.5-litre 
engine that’s been pinched from 
the MINI line. 

One thing that hasn’t changed 
all that much is BMW’s low-key 
approach to mid-life styling 


updates. Blink and you’ll miss 
them. Stand looking at the car 
for fifteen minutes and you 
might still miss them. The key 
design theme seems to be to 
make the car look wider and 
lower than before, so BMW 
has revised the front and 
rear bumper assemblies with 
broader horizontal elements. 

The headlights have also been 
tinkered with, LED indicators 
now acting as eyebrows across 
the top of the light units. 

The cabins have had a similarly 
light touch applied to them, 
with a splash of chrome here 
and a high-gloss surface there. 
There’s a respectable amount 
of rear legroom for what re¬ 
mains a manageably-sized car. 

If BMW wanted to build a 
model that would convert those 
who didn’t previously fancy a 3 
Series, then this revised MK6 
design isn’t that car. Its appeal is 
largely the same. 

If, on the other hand, you’re 
crunching hard numbers, then 
it’s hard to see this Munich 
maker’s much improved com¬ 
pact executive model coming 
off second best to anything in 
its division. The class-leading 
rear-wheel drive driving dynam¬ 
ics are merely the icing on the 
cake.

The Northampton Saints are per¬ 
forming their own version of the 
nativity play at Franklin's Gardens 
next Wednesday, but for prop 
Kieran Brookes this isn't close to 
being his first acting experience. 

It turns out the 25-year-old 
England international is a man full 
of surprises with the revelation 
that he appeared on television in a 
couple of hugely successful pro- 
grammess during his teenage 
years. 

When he was 17, Brookes had a 
cameo in long-running soap 
Coronation Street - and he even 
did his own stunts. 

He said: “Basically, my role was 
David Platt had just got out of pris¬ 
on and I was stood outside his 
house - there was a house party - 


eating a burger and the alcoholic 
woman from next door comes 
marching around. 

“She shouts at me and calls me 
‘ten bellies’ and pushes me over the 
wall. One of my mate’s dads, at 
school, was part of an agency called 
Scream in Blackpool and they 
emailed him saying ‘does your son 
have any larger friends.’ 

“He didn’t even ask me, he just 
sent them a picture of me and they 
thought ‘he’s perfect.’ They sent a 
taxi, came and picked me up from 
my house and drove me to 
Manchester.” 

One year later, Brookes was on the 
small screen again in Shameless, 
but anyone of a squeamish disposi¬ 
tion should consider themselves 
warned before reading the next bit. 

On his role in the Channel 4 
drama, Brookes said: “I had to flirt 
with a 40-year-old woman, who 
was quite large, and eat a Dorito 
out of her mouth. 


“She was teasing me with Doritos, 
then put one in her mouth and I 
had to lean in.” 

In the last few weeks, Brookes has 
been better known for demolishing 
opposing props in the scrum and is 
arguably the in-form tighthead in 
the country right now. 

Coming up on Saturday is Saints’ 
biggest test yet as they travel to 
Paris to face Racing 92 in the 
Champions Cup, with their hosts 
boasting a pack that is full of inter¬ 
nationals. 

Brookes, who will be going head- 
to-head with France loosehead 
Eddy Ben Arous, said: “It’s going to 
be a tough challenge. 

“They’ve got pretty much a full 
international team, with a huge 
pack, and they’ve got pace out 
wide, so it’s going to be a massive 
test for us. But we’ve been working 
hard all week and hopefully we can 
take some of our set-piece form 
into the weekend.”

ing try when his loose pass was 
easily picked off by Luther Burrell. 

It was possibly the easiest try he’ll 
ever score, although George Ford 
was to kick Bath back into the con¬ 
test with his second penalty. 

The hosts were building the pres¬ 
sure and it paid off as Watson 


attacked dangerously down the 
right before passing to Semesa 
Rokoduguni, who went over in the 
corner. 

But with seven minutes left, the 
Saints’ dominant scrum was able 
to present a chance to Hanrahan 
just over 40 metres out, which the 
Irishman banged over superbly.

Last weekend was a sensational 
one for Far Cotton ABC’s 
Chantelle Cameron, as she came 
away from the Olympic Test Event 
in Rio de Janeiro with a gold 
medal. 

Cameron, who trains twice a 
week at the club, did her Olympic 
selection in the -60kg category 
no harm at all as she defeated 


France’s Estelle Mosley in 
Sunday’s final. 

The 24-year-old from 
Northampton rounded off a suc¬ 
cessful year in which she became 
national champion, and 2016 
could see her follow in the foot¬ 
steps of Nicola Adams, who was 
the first-ever female boxing gold 
medallist in the 2012 Olympics.

Super Cobblers stretched 
their winning streak to six 
games in a row by beating 
Northwich Victoria in a 
thrilling FA Cup tie on 
Saturday. 

Northampton currently sit 
joint top of the League and 
face MK Dons in the third 
round of the FA Cup, carrying 
a real chance of further pro¬ 
gression. 

The last team that brought 
such excitement was Stuart 
Gray's class of 2008, which 
included Adebayo Akinfenwa, 
Mark Bunn and Gabor 
Gyepes, yet there's a feeling 
that Wilder has assembled a 
side that could rival its flair 
and attacking verve. 

Not that step eight 
Northwich were pushovers in 
Saturday's clash at Sixfields.

Those leaving Sixfields early 
would have missed one of the 
greatest comebacks in 
Cobblers history as Sam 
Hoskins, Jason Taylor and, 
finally, Dominic Calvert- 
Lewin scored a trio of goals to 
take the tie and leave 
Northwich on their knees. 

Town have gone from a club 
days from oblivion to one 
that could gain promotion 
this season with the nucleus 
of a side that might even do 
well in League One. 

Of course, Chris Wilder's 
squad will need strengthen¬ 
ing in January with a perma¬ 
nent centre-forward signing 
potentially showing 
Chairman Kelvin Thomas' 
intent to leave League Two 
behind.

Northampton Town manager Chris 
Wilder wants to extend the loan of 
last Saturday's FA Cup hero Dominic 
Calvert-Lewin until the end of the 
season. 

The 18-year-old striker, who joined 
on loan from Sheffield United during 
the summer, is due to return to his 
parent club in the New Year, and has 
played an important role in the 
Cobblers’ season so far. 

His 87th-minute goal against 
Northwich Victoria completed a 
remarkable comeback in which 
Northampton came back from 2-0 
down to win 3-2 in the closing stages 
against the non-leaguers. 

It was Calvert-Lewin’s eighth strike 
of the campaign and demonstrated 
again his happy knack of popping up 
in the right place at the right time. 

Wilder said: “We have spoken to 
Sheffield United about it (extending 
the loan), so they know what our feel¬ 
ings are and we’d love to keep Dom. 

“I’ve spoken to Dom and he’d love to 
stay, so obviously the three things 
have got to happen - us and him are 
positive and we’re just hopeful that 
his parent club will say yes and 
there’s no reason why they shouldn’t. 

“They’re proper football people up 
there and they know the importance 
of developing in senior football when 
there’s three points on it. He’s done 
well here and I’d like that to contin¬ 
ue.” 

Calvert-Lewin’s winner sent Town 
into the third round of the FA Cup for 
the first time in a decade, although 
their ‘reward’ wasn’t quite what their 
fans had in mind when the draw was 
made. 

While the Sixfields faithful were 
hoping to be paired with a Premier 
League giant, Championship side 
MK Dons came out of the bowl on 
Monday night after the Cobblers had 
been drawn at home. 

The lack of excitement wasn’t 
helped by the fact that the two sides 
have been regular opponents in cup 


competitions in recent years, but it 
does at least look like a winnable tie. 

Wilder said: “Everybody wants the 
ultimate glamour tie of Manchester 
United away, but it wasn’t to be. But 
we’ve got a good, exciting tie coming 
up and we won’t be overawed by the 
challenge. 

“It’s one where we’re at home and 
obviously Milton Keynes had a fan¬ 
tastic season last year and deservedly 
went up into the Championship. 

“It’s a local derby and it’s a cup tie 
and we’ll give it a go. It’s an opportu¬ 
nity for us to progress - they’ll think 
they will be able to turn us over, but 


we fancy our chances. 

“We’ll deal with that on the night 
because we’ve got a massive period 
coming up now with some big, big 
games that we’re really excited 
about.” 

Meanwhile, Northampton have 
confirmed that young duo Sam 
Warburton and Danny Clifton will 
leave the club when their contracts 
expire on December 31. 

The first year professionals are cur¬ 
rently on loan with Rugby Town and 
will remain so until their deals run 
out. 

“We thought it was fair to make this 


decision early so they can have a 
head start for the January transfer 
window,” said Wilder. 

“I cannot speak highly enough of 
the attitude of both players. They 
have been good to work with and I 
wish both every success in their 
future careers.” 

■ For the second month in a row, 
Wilder has been nominated for the 
League Two Manager of the Month 
award. 

The Cobblers won all four of their 
league games in November, which 
lifted them to within goal difference 
of the top of the table.

Matfield hunkers down 
with Saints’ solid pack

Victor Matfield has played in some 
powerful South African forward 
packs in his time, but the 
Northampton Saints lock insists that 
is has been a while since he was part 
of one this dominant. 

The Saints’ forwards have been 
marching their opponents back in the 
set piece for several weeks now and 
this, as much as anything, has 
allowed them to recover from their 
slow start to the season. 

Matfield can count fellow legends 
such as Os du Randt, Bakkies Botha 
and Schalk Burger as former team¬ 
mates in the scrum and he is 
impressed with what he has seen 
since coming to Franklin’s Gardens. 

He said: “I haven’t played in a scrum 
as impactful as this for a long time. 
It’s been good, getting on the park and 
going forward like that and just 
destroying other teams. 

“It’s an amazing feeling and it’s nice 
playing in a pack like that. 

“They’re playing fantastically well 
as a unit. If you look at the scrums in 
the last few weeks, that’s pretty much 
won all of the games.” 

Even at the age of 38 and with seem¬ 
ingly all the experience in the world, 
Matfield admits he has had to do 
some adapting since joining the first 
English side of his epic career. 

He was given an abrupt awakening 
to what conditions can be like 
i n 

the Premiership when he made his 
Northampton debut in the driving 


rain against Gloucester two 
weeks ago. 

Matfield said: “I’m still finding my 
feet and (finding out) exactly how 
they think about the game, how they 
go about the game and I’m learning 
from that. 

“It’s a bit of a different game over 
here. If you just take kick-offs, it’s very 
hard to really kick the ball high and 
get the guys underneath it in the air. 

“You also don’t want to play 15 phas¬ 
es in your own half before you kick - 
you really want to get out of there - 
conditions are really difficult in gen¬ 
eral, so it’s all about pressure and 


dominating the set-piece well. 

“It’s all about that advantage line. If 
you lose that then you’re going to lose 
the game, so it’s a little different to 
what we’re used to in Super Rugby.” 

Matfield, who won 127 caps for 
South Africa, is now confronted with 
a match where the intensity is the first 
step down from Test Match rugby, 
when the Saints face Racing 92 in 
Paris in the Champions Cup on 
Saturday. 

It also brings him against a familiar 
foe in the great New Zealand fly-half 
Dan Carter, the man who helped the 
All Blacks to end Matfield’s dream of 


winning a second World Cup with the 
Springboks back in October. 

On his old adversary, who is expect¬ 
ed to make his Racing debut, Matfield 
said: “We had many games against 
each other between the Bulls and the 
Crusaders and the All Blacks as well, 
coming up against each other all the 
time. 

“He’s a fantastic player and a great 
guy as well, so it will be interesting to 
see because he’s so used to running 
the show the way he’s used to.” 

“He’s now having to fit into another 
set-up and to almost adapt to what 
they want him to do.”

Ahead of their trip to Luton, 
Northampton Town winger Nicky 
Adams is confident that any of the 
Cobblers’ players can come up 
with a moment of quality that 
would keep their winning run 
going. 

Town have now won their last six 
matches in all competitions - a 
streak that has propelled them 
towards the top of League Two and 
sent them into the third round of 
the FA Cup. 

The mood around Sixfields 
couldn’t be any more positive at 
the moment, which is more than 
can be said for Luton, who are cur¬ 
rently languishing at 14th in the 
table, having been expected to 
challenge for promotion. 

Adams hopes Northampton can 
prey on the Hatters’ fragile psyche, 
saying: “We’re all very confident. 
Even on Saturday (against 
Northwich), the game wasn’t great 
- it was difficult at times. 

“But we’re all that confident at 
the moment that, at any given 
time, someone can do something 
and spark us off. 

“You’ve seen over the last couple 
of months we’re playing really 
well, some really good stuff, and 
we’re dangerous all the time and I 
just think that we’re going to get 
better and better.” 

Despite signing some big names 
last summer, Luton have struggled 
for any consistency this season. 

When asked if their league posi¬ 
tion was a surprise, Adams said: 
“You look at them and they’re a 
big club - I think it’s going to be 
more or less a sell-out on 
Saturday. 

“Obviously, they’ve not been 
doing too well of late, but they 
might be able to turn that around, 
although hopefully not against us.”
